Qur opinion is that the design in general is good, feature 
ing the portrait as the main item, and it is fortunate that the 
head selected for this engraving is an excellent one. I have no 
doubt that they feel proud of their efforts and in view of their 
experience I think it is only fair to say that they have made the 
most of the subject, based upon their experience and facilities. 


I am loathe to engage in a detailed criticism of this note 
in spite of the fact that there is much ground for such detailed 
criticism, but in the following brief comments I am saying no more 
then would undoubtedly be said by anyone competent to pass an opine 
ion on a subject of this kind. Aside from the artistic errors and 
errors of artistic steel engraving treatment, the note clearly de- 
monstretes that it is a result of only one technique of engravings 
resembling possibly the product of a jewelry graver and, as is 
known, that offers no adequate protection against successful repro- 
ductione The harshness of the steel engraving has been softened 
by use of color printing under the steel engraved portrait. 


There are no delicate gradations in color, no etching 
which is so essential in combination with other techniques of en- 
gravings and it is completely lacking in delicacy and variation 
of treatment. The lathe work is of good quality, the tint depends 
upon color solely, rather than color as revealed through printing 
from an intricate design and registration. 


The back of the note is not as well designed as the face. 
Comments on the engraving of the face equally apply to the back. 


In looking at this note and comparing it with our own notes 
of the same denomination, I cannot but wonder if they have not suc- 
ceeded in fooling themselves. If they really know the actual cost 
of preparing this note I feel confident in saying that they cen buy 
notes from us at & lower economic cost to them and receive an in- 
finitely better production. I say “if they really know" their cost
